There is a great deul a f significance in the fact that Doc- 
tor Adami's services could not he secured hy another and 
perhaps wealthier university than Mcliill. 1 bis incident is 
part and parcel with the whole series of events that go to 
make up the new era of (the Greater WcGlU. The old order 
no longer prevails. We are not to be outdone now as in the 
days when Prof, Rutherford and Dr. Tait McKenzie were 
inveigled from our academic precincts. The policy of deter- 
mination displayed in the matter of Doctor Adaini's depar- 
ture betokens a spirit of confidence and unerring diplomacy 
which is a pleasing innovation at McGlll. The old position 
is reversed. Instead of losing our ablest ami most illus-

The only eltec- 
tivc method is to do it. No one ever 
became a good golfer merely by read- 
ing any of the numerous triât es u.i 
the game.

Everyone 'in learning/ to pïay a game 
has profited by tin shrewd sugges- 
tions of a mora experienced player. 
He has profited even when the first 
effect of foUowin» Instructions seem- 
ed to be a IdSS 0Î '■! iHtSnlfity or 

power. Hut, mtilens practice nnd In- 
struction g<> along s 'l' by sldij, the 
first is likely to te Ineffective and tbe 
second is sure to be useless. Conse- 
quently the first business of a stu 
dent of English Conpositi n is ti 
take advantage of every oppi r'.ili.'ity 
to get practice in writing, and to 
make every opportunity count. 

The opportunity kindly put before 
students is the college essay. When 
taken in the proper spirit tbe essay 
may be made a serviceable exercise, 
but every teacher realizes that even 
at the best it is, in most, cases, far 
from satisfactory. The great defect 
In it is its artificiality. The student 
is likely to be working on a subject 
of which he has no gr a sp, and with 



no particular audience or especial 
purpose before his mind. In fact he 
is writing solely to show how well he 
can write. And nothing can be more 
fatal to fluency and more productive 
of self-consciousness.

war in Tripoli was given before the 
members of the Military Course. Col. 
English, who gave the lecture first 
outlined the g<neral attitude of both 
sides before the war. 

The Italians, he said, were not very 
good soldiers. Their last war had 
been IS years earlier when they had 
tried to take Abyssinia. They then 
had received n most unmerciful beat- 
ing, the whole expedition beln,' forced 
to surrender. The army has just 
about got over the effects of this dis- 
grace. The claims of the Italisus on 
Tripoli, Col. English pointed out, 
were absolutely silly. The fact that 
tbe Romans ti.nl unci' owned tin 
North of Africa is no reason whj 
the Italians should take possession 
of Tripoli.
